b.,m,ch better for farmers 
f they would 


consume more of their veal at homo and eat 
less pork. Pork, as n constant food, does 
not furnish nourishment enough to tho mus- 
cular system , and by its redundancy of fat 
develops scrofula. Tho best way to cook 
veal'is by roasting it or broiling, »s this 
scon crusts over tho surface and prevents 
tho evaporation of the juice's which not only 
Bives it a high flavor but more tenderness. 


Gilt metallic articles may bo cleaned by
